Tue indefatigable Mr. Weir, of Montreal, 
hfe again entered on & movement for the re 
duct of American aulver currency. His 
former attempt, though managed success 
fully, was nut on a seale of sufficient magni~ 
tuule to materially affect the rate of discount, 
ough, doubtless, it had some influence. 
He now proposes to parchase and export two 
rmiillions of American silver duriog the ap- 
Ptoachiog winter. 

Mr. Wes's plan a as follows: He calle 
for tenders for aay amount of silver not lene 
thag tive buadeed, nor more than ten thoussed 
dollars, af three and a half per cent. discount 
to be sent in to him on of before the fifth 
November next. He also proposes that par- 
‘ties contributing one dollar per week for forty 
‘weeks towards the expense of shipment, shall 
be, privileged to dispose of three thotsand 
Mdoblars in silver at two and a halt per cent. 
dijeount; and #0, of course, in proportion 
fod any larger weekly contribution for the 
sane period. Mr. Wetw is prepared to give 
satisfactory evidence of the shipoeat of the 
oul he receive a sufficient number 
jarrant him in going into the 
spteulatioly, and it not the tenders will, as a 
matter of courte, be declined. Mr. Warm pats 
hh efter un various shapes, so that Any ove 
in business, and ia receipt of large amouats of 
silver, cau readily assist him in hrs operation 
without the slightest lose, 

It has ordinarily been assumed that eilver 
is [worth just about four per cent. leas than 
geht, and, perhaps, the rate of exchange for 
the past few years would prove that such has 
betn its average merchantable, value, At 
the present time, however, silver is worth 
mgre tha at any other seavon of the year, 
‘anil the reason is obvious. The money is 
‘nol going out for the purchase of the produce 
‘ot the harvest. Farmers are receiving pay- 
nent for their grain, of dealers are buying 
up, silver and supplying their ageats with it 
in the country markets, so that probably now 
silfer is as scarce at the centres of trade as 
it will beat any time, fn Montreal it is 
quoted. at 34 to 33 discount, and in Torosto 
1/34 t04, At these raten merchants can 
be nt no lows im seconding the efforts of Mr. 
Wri, it they feel so disposed. The Gazette 
Feporig that the business men of Montreal

‘The general adoption of such a wretched 
system would be utterly destructive of British 
‘tdminiatrative practice. It would tend with 
tus, as in the United States, to make every 
officer of the Government an active political 
partizas, aod bring hiseapacity for the dis 
charge of the duties ot his office into small 
‘account when compared with the measure 
of power he might be able to exer- 


cige im an election contest. This is no} 


desirable consummation. Our system of 
Gorernmentdoes not require that subordinate 
officers of the Goverument should be active 
politicians; bat it doesnot impose pon them 
‘any undue retizence as to their opinions. So 
long as they honestly discharge the duties of 
their particular office, nobody cares what 
they think, and few care much what they aay, 
‘on any given political question. But Govera- 
ment ollicers are wot expected to be political 
agitators or partizan agents, for we think it 
iaoaly because they forego, or are presume! to 
forego, these employments that they are held 
harmless invall the party changes whicl so 
feequently ocene under the British Purlia- 
mentary system ; and ifany one of them io 
his zeal should happen to forget this rule, 
he ought scarcely to complain that he is taken, 
‘at his word, and held to practical acount fur 
hie conduct. We fully recognise that the 
Government ‘official, while lett, as he ought 
to be, im the fatF enjoyment and free expres: 
Wn of bis political sentiments, ought aot to 
beoome an active political partizan—his duty 
to the whole community, comprising all po- 
litieal parties, onght to forbid that ; but at the 
sane Le dny dismissal merely for the ex- 
pression of opinion on a political question, 
however strongly .worded, ought wo be 
denounced as & direct invasion of the 
(tof freedom of thought and expression, 
of whieh we Britons, above all other peoples, 
profess to Le so proud. The following, from 
the Halifax Express, is quite to the point :

ATTEMPT 70 ESCAPE FROM JAIL. 


—— 


One of the Fenian Prisoners Makes 
a Murderous Assault on a 
Turnkey. 


He ix Secured and Safely 
Lodged in his Cell. 


About six Oclock Inst evening, Wiiile the 
tornkeys at the city jall were engaged in lock- 
ing up the prisoners for the night, Henry 
Murphy, oue of the Fenian prisoners, now 
confined ander tho [abeas Corpus Suspension 
‘Act, made an unsuccessful attempt to regal 
his Tiberty, The door of the corridor must 
have been left open tora moment while one 
of the turakeys was securing the other pris- 
‘overs in their cells, and Murphy slipped out 
unobserved. He was dressed in hie best 
clothes, and had evidently premeditated the 
movement. He went down through the it~ 
chen, and passed one of the turakess, by 
whom he was unrecognised on account of the 
growing darkness. ‘The turnkey, supposing 
bm to boone of the officers of the jal, pald no 
particularattention to bis movements, Morphy 
wont out from tht kitcbea into an enclosed 
‘yard, where the witness Lacroix Is im the babit 
‘oftaking recrcatioa, aad whers ln happ!ned 
to be walling about at the time, Murphy bad 
ro donbt expected to find bimeeli io the feomt 
yard of the gaol ; but aceing his mistake, and 
that escape from there, in the presence o 
Lacroix, was Lozeless, he immediately return- 
ed to the kitchen. On entering the kit 
he was at once recogaized by the turnkey, 
‘whoub he had pavaod just before in the passage 
Murphy was then holdiog ah-ary ploce of, 
‘wood wrapped dp in a white cloth, bebind bis 

key at drat 
ight to have paper. The tara 
key approached him, and was then addressed 
by Marphy who said, “ Bil, you cannot keep 
here.” He then came towards the tura- 
key and made a murderous blow at his head, 
the effect of which was fortunately neuteal- 
ized to some extent by the turokey's effort to 
get hold of his bands, the moment be per- 
ceitet he was about to strike. The blow, 
however, took effect on the turnkey's head, 
‘causing a very severe wound, from which the 
blood flowed profusely. Lacroix, seeing the 
swale, gallantly ran to the rescue of the 
‘turakey, and grappled with Morphy, holding 
him till farther amistioce arrived. Alarm 
being immediately giveo, some of the soldiers 
om guard went to the scene and speedily 
secured the prisoner, who was then removed 
to higcell, The gaol physician was called in 
to deese the tarnkey’s heal, and we are happy 
to state that the wound, though severe, is 
not dangero 

‘An occurrence of this kind shewathe meces- 
sity of the mot watebful vigilance on the part 
of the officers of the gaol. ‘There cannot be 
adowt bat that Murphy bad studied bis fi 
tended escape betore, as he was * dressed for 
“the road,” and! had placed himself ia wuch a 
position ia the coridor as to be able to 
© dodge” the turnkey, "then engaged in lock- 
ing the otter prisoners in their,cells. The 
bladgeon with which he wasarmed, and which 
he attempted to conceal until the moment 
arrived for its use, was very probably designed 
to “level” any of the turnkeys he met, and 
‘enable Murphy to get posseasion of te keys;

it mecessary that the majority of her iron: 
lad navy should be seagoing ships, Her 
widely extended empire, and the importgut 
interests which she haa to defend is ove 
quarter of the globe, renders it essenti:

quaftied for constr harbour defence. The 
year 1862 was eyentfal in th> history 
of naval warfare. It was in the early part 
of that year that the cclebrated fight be- 
tween the Monitor and Merrimac, in 
Hamptop_ Roads, introduced «to general 
notice a ngw typeof armoured vessels of a 
yet more powerful character, so far ns 
power of resistance is concerned. ‘The 
Northern States of America, bent upon the 
conquest of the South, afterwards built a 
lange ‘number of turret vessels ealled 
“Monitors,” which did good service. One 
great defect of these vessels is, that they 
are sheathed in laminated armour—that 
is thin plates of iron, laid one upon another, 
and bolted together, instead of beingeover: 
ed with solid iron plates, similar to those 
used by the British navy. Another defect 
which they possess is that they are not fit 
for oean service. The first monitor was 
swamped a few months after her coustrue- 
tion, in a moderate gale of wind off the 
North Carolinian coast ; and indeed, were 
they ¢ver #0 sea-worthy, their peculiar con 
struction does not admit of their earrying 
1 sufficieut supply of coal and other stores, 
to qualify them for a voyage of more than 
two or three days’ duration, unless accom: 
paniel and towed by a wooden vessel. It 
true that ove of these American turret 
vessels crossed the Atlantic in calm 
weather, and one has been towed round 
Cape Horn, but each of them was accom.

ABYSSINIAN CAPTIVITY. 


Dr. Blane in bis “Narrative of Captivity 
in Abyssinia,” speaking of the imprison- 
ment of Mr. Cameron, the French envoy 
M. Burdel, and six other foreign captives, 
gives some interresting retrospections.

The deceased was well known to many in 
Ottawa, baving attended the summer session 
of the Legislature held here in 1366, as the 
representative of North Wellington ; and the 
first session of the Dominion Parliainent, ax 
tue representative of Welliogton Centre, the 
county invving received three, insteal of two, 








members, under the enlarged representation 
accorded to the Western Province by the new 
| constitution. He will be remembered by the 
frequenters of the galleries, as a man of 
comely and somewhat portly appearance, 
about, or rather under, middle age, who occa 
pred one of the front benches to the left of the 
‘speaker. Though not exactly a frequent 
Sreaxre, he took a air share ia the debater, 
and bis name will ever be remembered as 
associated with the motion which gave rise 
to the memorable debate of the Gul April last,

address in defence of the Union, which he 
‘considered had bea assailed by Dr. Parks 
motion for the recall of Dr. Terres. 

‘Twowas S. Parken ware native Canadian, 
of Irish parentage, having been born at 
Bradford, County/of Simooe, on the 3rd of 
April, 1821, and was consequently in his 
fortieth your ut the tine of hie death. Atter 
having duly qualified himself for the medical 
profession he .séitled” as a practitioner io 
Guelph, in the county of Wellington, Hesooa 
distinguished bimseli as a skiltal and sae 
cessful physician, and became personally very 
popular amoug all classes of the people. 
| Like many others 1m, Westera Canada, ine 
qualified himeelt for the higher duties of a 
| Parliamentary representative ty taking an 
active part in municipal affairs, and was 
honored by his fellow-townsnen by being 
elevated to the position of Masor of Guelph, 

T would be out of place here to recouat 
particularly the part he took in various po- 
litieal contests in his own neighborhood. Hi 
first prominent public appearance ia politics 
was as an opponent to the late Hon. A. J.P. 
Braim, when that gentleman accepted the 
| office of President of the Council in the 
Macpoxaty-Sicorre Cabinet in 1362. He 
was then nominated in opposition to Mr. 
Beate tor the Brock Division; but merely 
to give um the opportunity of making a 
speech against the Government, whieh be 
did at considerable length, and then retired, 
Mr. Brae Leiog elected by acclamation. 
‘The following year gave De. Parken © bet 
ter opportunity for entering the political 
arena. The defeat of the Government, the 
dissolution and fresh appeal to the consti 
tuencies, followed (or accompanied), by a 
Ghange in the personnel of the Cabinet, in 
the sumuier of 1863, was taken advantage of 
by him to offer as acandidate for the repre- 
tation of the North Riding of Wellington. 
That constituency had formerly bea repre- 
sented by Dr. Ctanke, a highly “ pro” 
nounced” Conservative; bat he had with: 
drawn, refused a nomination, and fiaally, at 
the last hour, consented to stand, when, by 
the general apathy and want of organization 
fon the one hand, and the admirable elec- 
tioweering tactics of Dr. Paakkn oa’ the 
other, he was engbled to “redeem” th 
‘constituency and administer to his opponent 
& most erushiog defeat, counting his 
majority vy hundreds. From that date watil 
the defeat of the Macvoxatp-Doriox Go 
eroment, Dr. Parken was a staunch adher- 
ent of the Refurin party. But he never gave 
his warm approval to the Cvalition of 1864: 
he hesitated to accept Confederation just as 

¢ hesitated to oppose it. He did not go off 
with Mr: Baows Opposition-tactrums 
of 1866; nor dil he, as subsequent events 
shewed, fall in with Messrs. Macbocoat and 
Howtaxp io their Mivisterialism of 1867. 
At the general election last year he issued a 
rather non-committal addres, in which, after 
disavowing conthlence in the members of the 
Cabinet, he promived @ fair consideration to 
every question of policy ; and as the distine 
tion was but dimly drawn betwees Conserva- 
faves and Reformers, he was elected by ac- 
clamation, more perliape on persooal grounds 
than beewuse of his political sympathies with 
either party. 

If not a cautious, he was, at lenst, a hesi~ 
tating politician, wusting no leader very 
mach, and taking » good deal of time to 
furw his own judgment. ‘That formed, 
however, Dr. Panxen would follow it with 
ertinacions energy and ® good deal of 
ability. During the Inte Seasion of Parlia~ 
ment he bad just about fairly felt his way 
on to defidite ground, aod had assumed a 
position of aaeompromising hostility to the 
Government policy. He had earned for 
imeelf, too, afrowt rank in the Opposition 
party ; for, save Mr, McKexzix,tor experience, 
and Mr. Buaxs, for ability, the Ontario Op- 
position had none to compare with bi 

‘Aside from party considerations the late 
Dr. Panker was among the number of our 
vising public men. He hal youth, ability, 
‘energy, and we think w large share ot pra

On the 24th of September last,.a bag con- 
taining, among other mail matter, « package 
of 20 registered letters, was made up by the 
‘mail conductor oa the main line of the Ureat 
Western railway for the representative of the 
post office oo the Grand Trunk east. Strange 
fo say, although the bag with all the rest of 
the letters was received by the mail condus- 
tor on the enstera train ta due time, the re- 
fieteced lettors were missing. The ‘manner 
fn which they disappeared is a mystery that 
fails to meet a solution at the bands ot the 
‘suthorities of the post office department ; and, 
Although several theories are started, yet none 
Are supported Ly wulficient facts to Indicate 
the parties who committed the act. The bag 
ought, it appears, to have remained unopened 
from the time it left the Great Western mail 
conductor until it reached the parties in charge 
fof the eastern wails. In that time it passed 
through the baads of the mail conductor on 
the Toronto branch of the Grest Western and 
through those of the mail carriers and the 
officials of the Toronto department. By whom 
the letters: were abstracted/or, if they were 
abstracted at all, is the mysterias part of the 
‘affair. One thing sugxestect is, that the clerk, 
in firet making up the bag, might have tis- 
placed the letters and sent them ia another 
Girection. As far as is yet known, any one of 
the thecries is equally possibl 

‘Avother mail bag, containing 13 registered 
leuters, was lost on Tuesday last from the 
mail on the Grand Trook east. The beg is 
acortained to have reached this city, and is 
supposrd to have been lost on the way from 
the station to the post office. ‘The mail wag- 
gon is notoriously unsuited for ite purpose, ae 
tage seom to have been periodically lost from 
i, 1a theie farange from the station to the 
ptat office, or ia the opposite direction. ‘The 
Post office authorities are making an effort to 
Clear up both caros, but little or nothing has 
Jet been awcertained. The value of the cou- 
teats in the lettre stolen is net yet known, 
but must amount to aconsiderable rum. One
